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DIARY  OF  WILLIAM  CLARK  REYNOLDS 


William  Clark  Reynolds  was  a  salt  merchant  by  trade. 

He  was  born  on  June  12,  1836  and  died  on  August  2, 
1911.  On  March  16,  1870,  he  married  Annie  Lois 
Ruffner  in  Charleston,  Virginia  (later  West  Virginia). 

Their  son,  Samuel  Ruffner  Reynolds,  born  on  January  26 
1877,  died  March  21,  1936.  On  October  8,  1825,  he 
married  Martha  Dudley  Jones  in  Winchester,  Kentucky. 
They  later  lived  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Reynolds,  married  Bruce 
Ferguson,  of  Union,  Kentucky,  in  Boone  County,  where 
they  now  live. 

It  is  for  this  reason  the  diary  of  William  Clark 
Reynolds  is  of  interest  to  us.

At  Lexington,  Missouri. 

1.  Took  M.i3s  Betty  Ruffner  home  and  the  the  day  was  cold 
riding  in  the  buggy,  had  a  very  pleasant  time-  Spent 
an  agreeable  evening  at  Mr.  Ruffner9 s. 

2.  Left  Lexington  at  1  p.  m.  and  had  an  uncomfortable 
drive  in  the  eye  of  a  high  wind  and  had  an  unsuc-essful

4.  Hunted  out  towards  the  mounds.  Broke  another  tube, 
making  three  broken  this  week. 

5.  I  made  a  wind  vane  and  thermometer. 

6.  Read  in  Maury’s  geography  of  the  sea. 

7.  Drilled  several  holes  through  the  frozen  earth  and  found 
it  to  be  frozen  22. inches  deep. 

3.  Cut  down  five  trees  and  then  cut  them  up.  Hunted  -in- 
the  evening  and  killed  a  fine  bag  of  birds. 

9.  Went  to  town  with  the  wagon  and  hauled  first  load  of 
bricks  for  the  v,mansions?. 

11.  1°  below  zero.  Put  new  tube  in  my  gun.  Killed  my  first 

wild  goose.  Shot  him  on  the  wing  with  number  5» 

13 »  MORE  CODE. 

14o  Employed  my  time  profitably  getting  in  ice.  The  day 
was  so  pleasant  I  worked  in  shirt  sleeves. 

15*  Worked  on  the  ice  until  evening  when  it  became  too 
rotten  and  then  went  hunting  and  bagged  10  quail. 

16.  Attended  the  Methodist  Church  with  Miss  Ruffner  at 

night  and  on  arrival  home - to  the  parlor  where  we 

enjoyed  a  little  private  chat. 
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17.  Attended  the  Tableau  with  Miss  Annie  and  had  a  very  plea¬ 
sant  time.  • 

1$,  Hunted  and' killed  a  chicken  and  a  quail.  Wounded  a  goose 
and  broke  another  tube.  This  makes  four  tubes. 

19.  Very  warm  6l°.  Do wn  to  the  timber  land  and  bought  920 
pieces  wood.  Shingled  the  ice  house. 

20.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Isaac  Ruffner  came  out  to  see  us. 

21.  Killed  a  pair  of  grouse  and  quail. 

22.  Hunted  an  hour  or  two  but  did  nothing  else  worth  noting. 

23.  Sam  Ruffner  spent  the  day  with  me.  Staid  in  doors  most 
of  the  day.  Too  muddy  to  hunt. 

24.  Tried  to  kill  a  goose  but  didn't.  Tried  to  kill  a  chic¬ 
ken  but  didn't.  Tried  the  quails  but  didn't  and  tried 
to  burn  some  brush  but  didn't.  The  fates  are  evidently 
against  me . 

31.  Started  getting  in  ice  again.  Mercury  at  zero. 

February,  i860 

3.  CODS  Went  to  Lexington  Mo.  Had  a  jolly  time. 

4.  Rained  nearly  all  night.  Didn't  attend  the  Democratic 
meeting . 

5.  Heard  the  Rev.  Dunlop  in  the  morning  and  the  Rev. 

Hobson  at  night. 

6.  Saw  the  eclipse  of  the  moon.’ 

10.  I  am  a  very  fine  fellow 
But  no  bigger  than  a  span 
And  worth  about  as  little 
As  any  living  man. 

11.  The  girls  all  crazy 
To  have  me  as  a  beau 
But  when  I  want  to  marry 
They  all  say  "  no  , 

12.  Sent  a  valentine  to  Miss  N.  G.  R. 

14.  Went  to  Lexington  Mo.  for  a  surveyor.  Had  a  fine  snow 
about  2  inches  deep  therefore  didn’t  get  a  surveyor,  but 
brought  out  Miss  Bett  Ruffner. 

15.  Killed  4  grouse  and  1  dove. 

20.  Attended  examination  at  military  academy.  Shot  a  dozen 
pigeons  and  a  brace  of  grouse. 
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21.  Mite  unwell  today  but  hobbled  out  and  killed  a  wild 
goose.  That  fowl  is  becoming  quite  numerous  in  the 
adjacent  corn  field. 

2d.  The  old  malady - melancholy. 

29.  Surveyed  all  day  and  started  the  line  fence.  Also 
burnt  off  prarie.

1.  Suffered  with  palpation  of  the  heart  all  day. 

4.  Heard  Rev.  Hobson  in  the  morning.  Walked  out  to  the 
cemetery  in  the  afternoon  with  Miss  Betty  and  to  the 
Baptist  church  at  night  with  Miss  Annie. 

5.  Commenced  work  for  Ruf frier  and  Donnally  in  the  city 
of  Lexington,  Mo. 

7.  Lexington.  Lafayette  Co.  State  of  Missouri.  Selling 
coal  and  settling  old  accounts  for  Ruffner  and  Donnally. 

d.  Getting  along  very  slowly  with  the  coal.  Spring  is 
approaching  very  rapidly.  Lilacs  and  flowering  elms. 

9*  Took  a  ride  in  Joe  Wilson* s  boat  and  had  a  very 
pleasant  time  tho  there  were  no  ladies  with  us. 

10.  Went  to  Baptising  and  witnessed  the  administration 
of  the  ordinance  of  baptism  to  twelve  young  ladies 
and  six .gentlemen, 

11.  Walked  down  to  the  Gratz  place.  Saw  a  flock  of  swans 
floating  gracefully  on  the  bosom  of  the  broad  Missouri,

13.  Went  to  the  dentist  in  the  afternoon  with  "Sister 
Anna** . 

14.  Received  and  wrote  a  letter  to  my  sister  who  lives 
in  the  state  of  Virginia, 

15.  Went  to  church  with  Miss  A.  B.  R. 

16.  I  weigh  but  116  pounds. 

23.  Commenced  delivering  coal  at  7  cents  a  bushel. 

2d.  Had  my  daguerreotype  taken  but  was  not  good  and  so 
consequently  was  not  a  pretty  one. 
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30.  Ferguson’s  negro  cabins  burned  and  also  the  pump  and 
hemp  brakes. 


April,  1B60 


1.  Flowering  almond  blooming.  Also  Judas  tree  and  birds 
arriving! 

8.  Still  in  Lexington  drinking  lager  beer  and  enjoying 
good  health.  Had  my  watch  repaired, 

11.  Shot  at  a  blue  crane  on  the  creek.  Planted  asparagus. 

19 o  John  Walsh  and  I  while  sauntering  through  the  woods 
below  the  house  saw  nine  squirrels  on  one  tree, 

20.  Opened  the  vein  of  coal  down  at  the  Biased  Road, 

24»  Pic  Nic  party  at  the  Grats  place.  Had  a  pleasant 
time  riding  in  the  row  boat. 

27 o  Severe  hard  frost  which  killed  the  fruit  and  leaves 
of  various  trees.  Worked  the  bank  in  the  a.  m,  and 
made  a  wash  board  in  p,  m. 

28,  Did  nothing  and  did  it  well! 

29.  Walked  to  the  cemetery  with  Annie. 

May,  1$60 

1,  Heard  Rev.  Dunlop  in  the  morning.  Walked  to  the 
cemetery  again  with  Sam  Ruffner  and  Miss  Mary  Shelby 
and  MISS  ANNIE. 

2,  Worked  at  the  coal  and  over  heated  myself  and  as  usual 
wasvery  sick  at  night. 

3,  Left  Lexington  at  7i  a,  m.  with  Mr,  Ruffner.  Passed 
thro  the  towns  of  Wellington,  Chapel  Hill  and  Rose 
Hill.  Stayed  all  night  at  John  Orr’s. 

4,  Dined  at  Sutton’s  on  Grand  River.  Staid  at  Scroggin’s 
in  Bates  County,  Found  the  land  we  we re  looking  for. 

5,  Stopped  at  Butler,  the  court  house  of  Bates  county  and 
had  the  deeds  recorded,  thence  eastward  to  Clinton, 
Staid  with  old  friend  G,  W.  Worth  in  Henry  county. 
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6.  Lexington  Express  burnt  out.  Strawberries  are  ripe. 
Cat  birds  made  their  first  appearance. 

10.  Great  fire  at  Lexington.  The  weather  is  dry  and  dust 
insufferable.  Ho  rain  since  February. 

12*  To  Lexington  with  Dr.  Donnally.  las  met  at  the  door 
by  my  sweetheart. 

15.  Miss  Mary  Shelby  and  Miss  Bettie  Ruffner  start  to 
Boonesville  tomorrow  on  the  Steamer  Russell. 

16.  Saw  the  girls  off  before  breakfact.  Back  to  the 
country  in  Mr.  Ruffner’ s  carriage.  Felt  some 

premonitions  of  the  old,  old  distressing  old  -  I 

don’t  know  what. 

22.  There  has  been  no  rain  for  three  months.  Read  and 
Mitchell  delivered  political  speeches  in  Lexington. 

23.  King  and  Akers  spoke  in  Lexington. 

24.  Made  a  pump  for  drawing  water  from  the  ice  house; 
there  being  about  four  feet  of  water  and  melting 
rapidly. 

June,  1860 

4.  Election  Day  book  auction  and  fireworks  at  night. 

5.  Fixed  the  vice  on  a  stump  and  made  an  ax  handle. 

9.  Canned  the  cherries,  put  the  clay  around  the  ice 

house,  made  the  walk  to  the  well,  wrote  to  my  sweet¬ 
heart  and  shot  7  rabbits  and  one  whip-poor-will. 

11.  Rained. 

20.  Worked  out  my  corn  and  cucumbers  in  the  garden.  Shot 
a  rabbit  with  my  pistol.  Lute  killed  one  with  a  stick 
and  John  Welsh  killed  five  with  a  gun. 

21.  Lute  went  to  Lexington  and  Kiss  Annie  came  out  with 
him  which  event  was  hailed  with  pleasurable  hopes  by 
the  illustrious  accountant. 

22.  If  any  one  should  see  this  book  they  will  suspect  I 
love  Annie  Ruffner. 

24.  Hazel  Green t  Miss  Mag  and  Miss  Annie  R.  are  here 

spending  a  few  pleasant  days  --  pleasant  to  at  least 
one  who  walked  out  to  the  spring  early  this  morning. 

26.  Uncle  Mose  and  myself  went  to  the  wheat  field  in  buggy;

10.  Went  to  Malden  and  hot  a  pair  of  socks  and.  pound  of 
yarn  §1.25. 

13.  Charlie  and  I  went  birding.  Killed  11  doves  and  11,000 
miskeetoes.  Commenced  digging  potatoes;  no  pigeons. 

17.  Practiced  drawing  on  glazed  cards  with  metalic  pencil. 
Put  a  tube  in  Coleman  gun. 

13.  Killed  two  didappers  (NOT  IN  DICTIONARY)  with  one  shot 
from  old  Sims .

21.  Cut  a  few  tops,  mowed  a  little  clover  and  eat  a  little 
cobbler  and  then  several  baskets  of  potatoes. 

22.  Took  Dood  and  Kate  to  Malden  in  the  splash  buggy.

23.  Fixed  a  locust  post  for  the  honey  suckle  in  the  garden.

W*  Y/oods  and  was  the 
last  one  to  leave  in  the  wee  small  hours  so  staid  and 
took  breakfact  with  the  M.  H.  Truslows  of  the  Virginia 
House . 

9.  While  walking  up  the  road  this  morning  I  fired  three 
or  four  shots  from  my  revolver  at  some  water  fowl  and 
had  the  misfortune  to  frighten  Dr.  Park’s  horse, 
which  threw  him. 

15.  Made  a  small  ironed  back  saw  in  the  A.  M.  and  played 
eucre  with  the  girls  in  the  afternoon. 

16.  It  has  rained  for  nine  days. 

17.  Considerably  heavy  snow  for  the  season  and  the  largest 
flakes  I  ever  saw  being  about  2  sq.  inches  in  size. 

18.  Fort  Sumter  having  a  hard  time  and  worse  to  come. 

20.  It  is  reported  that  Virginia  has  seceded  from  the 
Union,  subject  to  popular  ratification.  Late  frost. 
Lilacs  in  bloom. 

21.  Whipporwills  began.  I  am  not  yet  in  status  quo. 

23.  The  weather  is  getting  hot  and  sultry  and  the  civil 
affairs  of  the  whole  country  are  waxing  hotter  still. 

24.  Fight  ’till  the  last  armed  foe  expires, 

Fight  for  your  altars  and  your  fires, 

For  the  green  graves  of  your  sires, 

God  and  your  native  land.

3.  Went  to  Malden  in  the  morning  and  to  the  foundry  and 
saw  the  cannon. 

4.  Militia  Muster  in  Malden.  Capt.  Thayers  Company. 

Drilled  for  the  first  time  in  my  life. 

6.  Political  Meeting  at  the  Court  House.  Heard  Major 
Parks,  SummersPatton,  Brown,  Carrier  and  Laidley  on 
secession  and  War .  Who’s  afraidl 

7.  Light  frost  and  the  weather  is  still  cold.  This  has 
been  one  of  the  most  backward  Springs  I  have  ever 
known . 

8.  Went  to  Charleston.  Joined  the  Kanawha  Riflemen,  who 
were  mustered  into  service  this  day. 

9.  Obtained  a  two-day  furlough  from  Captain  Patton. 

Company  went  into  camp  at  2\  O’clock  at  the  old  Camp 
Meeting  grounds  below  Charleston. 

10.  At  home.  Mother  and  sister  working  faithfully  and 
willingly  on  my  uniform  and  there  must  be  an  other 
subversion  of  my  nature  ere  that  unifrom  is  disgraced. 

11.  Parted  with  my  friends  at  6  a.m..  Reported  myself  at 
Camp  Lee  and  entered  military  duties.  Detailed  as  a 
guard  from  8  a.m.  tomorrow  till  8  monday  morning. 

12.  Rev.  T.L.  Smith  preached  in  the  camp  at  11  a.m. 

REceived  orders  at  7  p.m.  to  put  ourselves  in  marching 
order.  Hot  work  to  be  done  tomorrow.  Enthusiasm 
abounds . 

13.  Company  broke  camp  at  2  a.m.  and  at  5 h  left  Charleston 
on  STeamer  Moffett.  Reached  Buffalo  at  9  a.m..  Met 
with  no  resistance  at  the  place  and  took  up  quarters  in 
the  academy,  tho  warned  by  friends  as  well  as  enemies  to 
retire.  We  faltered  not. 

14.  An  attac  threatened  at  8  a.m.  and  again  at  2  p.m.  but 
we  are  not  to  be  intimidated.  I  had  a  good  snooze  at 
night  for  the  first  time  since  Saturday. 

15.  Buffalo,  Putnam  Co.  Virginia. 

We  are  now  located  at  this  place.  The  Kanawa  Rifle¬ 
men,  the  Sharp  shooters  and  the  Buffalo  Guards  all 
getting  along  peacefully. 

Capt.  Becket  with  sompany  arrived  and  were  serenaded 
by  the  Kanawa  Riflemen.  A  row  between  a  bloody  six 
and  a  bully  nine--the  latter  victorious.

Barracks  Buffalo  Academy#  No  excitement#  A  duel  between 
the  King  of  Bloody  Six  and  Corporal  Welshs quashed  by  the 
guard. 

18.  Went  over  to  Eighteen  mile  creek  fishing  with  Bab  Cabel 
and  Donnally.  Caught  forty  three  fish  and  drank  two 
bottles  of  native  Isabella. 

19 •  Detailed  as  guard  just  a  few  minutes  before  Guard-mounting 
and  while  making  preparations  for  a  walk  around  town  with 
a  friend.  Ain’t  it  provoking. 

22,  Brother  Charlie  came  down  to  see  me#  He  staid  all  night. 
The  Border  Riflemen  (Capt.  A.R.  Barber)  arrived  at  this 
place, 

23*  Election  Day#  Stood  guard  again.  Voted  for  ratification 
of  the  ordinance  of  secession. 

25*  John  Swann’s  Co.  (Charleston  Sharpshooters  was  mustered 
into  service. 

26.  On  guard  again  being  the  third  Sunday  in  succession  I 
have  stood  guard.  Didn’t  get  to  hear  the  sermon  to  the 
volunteers  by  The  Rev.  T.L.  wSmith  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  McCherry’s  company  came  down  at  night  creating 
a  false  alarm. 

29.  Left  Buffalo  by  orders  from  Col  Tompkins  and  contrary  to 
the  wishes  of  Capt.  Patton  and  his  company.  Steamers 
Moffitt  and  Kanawa  Valley  to  Charleston.  Quartered  in 
Brooks  Hall. 

30.  Guard  at  Elk  Bridge.  The  ladies  God  bless  them  sent  the 
best  dinner  to  our  guard  room  that  I  ever  sat  down  to. 

Had  a  hard  time  at  night  being  totally  destitute  of  bed 
clothing. 

June,  186 1 


1.  Charleston  Va.  Ran  around  considerably  and  drank  native 
wine  generally. 

2.  Went  tip  town  and  loafed  about  all  day. 

3.  To  Coalsmouth  and  quartered  in  the  Tompkins  House  and 
christened  it  Camp  Tompkins,  Came  to  this  place  as  did 
the  Border  Riflemen  in  flat  boats. 

4.  Guard  again.  Police  guard  duty  as  it  is  here  enforced  is 
a  great  bore  and  I  believe  a  great  humbug. 

9.  Rev.  Wade,  Methodist  preacher  on  the  camp  grounds.  Heard 
the  sermon  but  fell  asleep  while  the  closing  hymn  was 
being  sung. 

10.  Walked  up  to  the  steamboat  landing  with  Sergeant 
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Laidley,  J.W.  Fry,  Went  in  bathing  at  night, 

13*  Was  picketed  3/4  mile  below  the  Camp,  Had  a  very  pleas¬ 
ant  time  visiting  the  ladies  at  Bev,  Tompkins  while  off 
my  post. 

13.  Made  a  bed  stead  for  C.C,  Quarrier  and  myself. 

17.  Lt .  Jackson  and  I  fired  off  our  rifles  and  revolvers. 

20.  Give  me  death  of  those 

Who  for  their  country  die, 

And  0,  be  mine  like  their  repose 
When  cold  and  low  they  lie. 

2$.  General  W.A.  Wise  received  us  and  made  a  speech,  I 

wen t  home  for  leave  of  absence  on  the  Moffatt.  First 
time  since  May  11th, 

29#  The  steamer  Aid  exploded  and  sunk  at  Malden. 

July,  l$6l 

3#  Went  through  a  disagreeable  drill  under  Lieut.  F-’tzhugh. 

4.  This  day  has  ceased  to  be  the  anniversary  of  our  inde¬ 
pendence  as  our  liberties  have  been  trampled  upon  by 
those  who  were  our  brothers  and  we  are  now  striving  for 
a  new  independence.  On  guard, 

5.  Came  off  guard  and  rolled  up  my  blanket  and  started  for 
Ripley *in'  Jackson  County  to  meet  the  enemy.  Marched.;’ 
thirty  miles  on  foot  thro. a  rough  country  .with  hardly 
anything  to  eat, 

6,  After  suffering  many  privations  and  hardships  we  reached 

Ripley,  The  1050  Yankees  who  were  here  a  few  days  ago 
have  vamoosed  towards  Ohio,  Deserted  Village. 

7,  An  alarm  was  sounded  just  before  day  which  hurried  us 
all  to  the  field  but  in  vain  for  the  foe  did  not  appear. 
Went  bathing  in  Mill  Creek  with  Capt .  Taylor  and  Lieut. 
Me Clint ock. 

3.  Another  false  alarm  about  midnight  and  another  at  day 
break.  Left  Ripley  to  defend  our  own  firesides  on  Ka¬ 
nawa.  Staid  at  Sissonville — 24  miles  and  slept  in  the 
dog  fennel--minus  dinner  and  supper. 

11.  War  and  rumors  of  war. 

12.  The  enemy  is  saic^  to  be  advancing  on  us  from  different 
ways.  We  packed  up  our  kits  and  prepared  to  meet  them 
but  as  the  alarms  received  were  not  confirmed  we  rested 
in  place  another  night. 

13.  Capt.  Corns  Co.  marched  to  Barborsville  to  meet  the  foe. 
A  skirmish  took  place;  at  Mud  Bridge  between  a  few  com¬ 
panies  of 
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of  raw  militia  and  a  regiment  of  northern  troops.  Sup¬ 
posed  loss  of  enemy  40  men- -ours- -none . 

1st  Battle  of  Scarey.  Our  Co,  with  Barber  and  Bailey 
and  a  detachment  of  Artillery  went  to  Scarey  Creek, 
Barber  and  the  artillery  fired  on  an  approaching  column 
of  the  enemy  which  retreated  instantly.  Later  another 
column  fled  at  the  sight  of  our  flag. 


Our  company  was  picketed  by  platoons  on  the  two  roads 
below  Scarey,  myself  in  second  platoon  on  the  river 
road.  Of  the  foe  about  50  killed  and  100  wounded.  Our 
loss  was  3  killed  and  6  wounded.  We  captured  3  colonels, 
1  lieut.  colonel  and  2  captains  and  buried  12  of  their 
forsaken  dead..  Our  noble  Capt,  Geo.  S.  Patton  was 
sever ly  wounded. 


BATTLE  OF  SCAREY 


About  1$00  U,  S.  in  attack  against  600  of  our  C»  S. 
troops.  Action  commenced  at  lj  p,  m. --lasted  about  3 i 
hours.  The  U.  S.  troops  were  repulsed  with  the  number 
unkown . 


Returned  from  picket  after  passing  a  sleepless  night  and 
had  a  scanty  coffee-less  breakfast  b'einug;  the  first 
morsel  of  food  we7ve  had  an  opportunity  of  eating  in  26 
hours.  Returned  to  Camp  Tompkins, 

Left  Camp  Tompkins  by  steamers  Valley  and  Moffett  after 
all  night  at  Coalsmouth. 

Stopped  at  Chandler ?s  Landing  where  we  stayed  nearly 
all  day  and  night.  We  were  forced  to  fall  back  before 
the  superior  numbers  of  our  enemy--the  latter  number 
4500  in  camp  at  Poca. 

Heard  good  news  from  Manassas.  Beauregaurd  repulses 
Scott  with  great  slaughter. 

Left  the  steamer  and  marched  down  to  Hunter7 s  Stretch 
where  we  worked  hard  all  day  throwing  up  breast-works 
and  slept  in  the  trenches  at  night.  Over  the  mountain 
and  obstructed  a  road  in  the  afternoon. 

Worked  in  the  trenches  again  in  the  morning,  deployed 
at  skirmishes  in  afternoon  but  the  enemy  not  coming 
nearer  than  three  miles  we  vacated  our  post  according 
to  orders.  Went  aboard  Steamer  Moffett  and  were  beauti¬ 
fully  entrapped  by  the  Federals  but  escaped  by  a  mir¬ 
acle  and  retreated  to  Brownstown. 

Arose  at  early  dawn  and  continued  the  retreat  until 
reaching  Clifton  at  2  p.  m.  where  we  remained  until  1 
at  night.  We  don7t  fear  the  foe  we  are  retreating  from 
but  are  falling  back  to  aid  General  Lee. 

Took  up  line  of  march  at  1  a,  m.  and  went  to  Gauley  and 
were  comfortably  quartered  at  the  Fall7s  House.  Our 
camp  equipment  was  lost  when  we  burned  the  Moffitt  and 
for  two  days  we  have  had  nothing  to  eat  except  the  little 
Di ck uS gmong frWen^ 
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27.  The  whole  of  the  Wise  Legion  staid  at  Gauley  all  day,  wast¬ 
ing  time. 

29.  Marched  12  miles.  We  would  travel  much  faster  were  it  not 
for  the  great  amount  of  ammunition  and  provisions  we  are 
necessarily  burdened  with.  Staid  at  Anderson’s,  35  miles 
from  Lewisburg. 

30.  Staid  at  Sugar  Grove  22  miles  from  Lewisburg  and  slept 
in  wet  blankets. 

31.  Gen.  N.A.  Wise  announced  the  joyful  news  that  we  would  be 
paid  and  uniformed  immediately  on  reaching  Lewisburg. 

August,  1861 

1.  Reached  Lewisburg  in  a  soaking  rain  and  was  quartered  in 
the  fair  grounds. 

2.  Lewisburg,  Greenbrier  County,  Virginia. 

Our  quarters  are  very  disagreeable  having  no  convenience 
of  wood  or  water  and  nothing  but  stalls,  recently  occu¬ 
pied  by  horses,  to  sleep  in. 

3.  Left  Lewisburg  in  the  morning,  resting  an  hour  or  two  at 
Greenbrier  Bridge  and  reached  the  White  Sulphur  Springs 
early  in  the  afternoon.  Quartered  in  the  Carolina  Row. 

I  have  walked  the  whole  d istance — 113  miles. 

4.  White  Sulphur  Springs,  Went  bathing  in  Howard’s  creek 
in  the  a.m.  with  Capt.  Taylor,  having  met  the  same  under 
the  same  circumstance  four  weeks  ago. 

5.  Commenced  drilling  again.  Performed  the  disagreeable  task 
of  washing  my  own  clothes. 

6.  General  J.B.  Floy:’  arrived  at  noon  with  about  a  thousand  troops 

£.  Salt  Sulphur  Springs  Virginia.  This  place  is  about  2$ 
miles  from  the  ’’White”.  Mr.  Erskine,  proprietor,.  Found 
this  to  be  a  very  pleasant  place  with  about  30  guests. 

Walked  about  the  grounds  in  the  a.m.  and  rolled  my  first 
ball  at  ten-pins. 

9.  Rolled  at  ten-pins  all  day  with  A.P.  Fry,  TW.A.  Bradford, 
H.D.Ruffner  Tom  Thornburg,  George  Lee  Brent  and  Mr.  Her¬ 
bert.  Sat  up  until  late  bed  time  with  the  girls  who  were 
tipsy  from  drinking  sherry  sanagaree. 

10.  Rolled  ten-pins  all  day.  Fixed  my  rifle  which  had  been 

loaded  ever  since  the  battle  of  Scarey.  They  keep  a  good 
table  here  and  a  soldier  knows  how  to  appreciate  such  blessings. 

12,  Left  the  ’’Salt”  in  the  morning  on  horseback,  took  dinner  with 
old  Mr.  Dickson  and  had  my  horse  fed  for  the  whole  which  I 
was  charged  but  ten  cents.  Reached  the  ’’White”  at  sunset. 
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13.  The  daily  routine  of  drilling.  Length  of  Hotel — 400  ft. 
Ball  room-- ?0  ft.  long  by  90  ft.  wide.  Dining  room  300 
ft.  by  60  Parlor  JO  by  90  ft. 

17*  Went  up  on  the  hill  and  ate  a  few  huckelberr ies . 

18.  Heard  our  Chaplain  Thompson  L  Smith  in  the  afternoon.  It 
is  really  refreshing  to  hear  a  sermon  after  being  so  long 
debarred  that  pleasure.  All  because  of  the  misfortunes 
of  war. 

19.  Received  marching  orders  but  will  not  leave  until  to¬ 
morrow.  Got  on  a  "bust”  at  the  Big  hotel  with  Col,  Reid 
and  Lieut,  Laidley  and  Archie,  Took  supper  with  them  and 
slipped  into  quarters  after  taps. 

20.  Ours,  22nd  and  36th.  Regiments  left  White  Sulphur  Springs 
at  10-g-  a.m.,  lunched  at  Lewisburg  and  staid  at  night  at 
Bunger’s  Mill,  doing  a  hot  and  disagreeable  march  of  13 
miles.  Had  the  pleasure  of  using  tents  for  the  first  time. 

21.  On  to  Kanawa  3 

Pulled  up  stakes  and  marched  thirteen  miles  further  to¬ 
wards  Kanawa.  Camped  in  a  grove  on  each  side  of  the  road. 
Got  as  many  blackberries  as  I  could. 

22.  Rained  all  day.  Pitched  our  tents  this  evening  in  a  meadow 
below  the  road  at  the  Eastern  foot  of  Big  Sowell  Mt. 

23.  Pushed  forward,  crossing  Big  Sewell  Mt.  and  pitched  our 
tents  at  Locust  Lane. 

24.  At  Carnifax  Ferry. 

26,  THE  BATTLE  OF  CROSS  LANES . 

Marched  out  at  day  break  under  Floyd’s  command  and  we  drove 
Col.  Tyler  from  his  position,  scattered  his  forces,  cap¬ 
tured  108  and  killed  and  wounded  7J  more.  We  lost  3  and 
20  wounded, 

27.  Our  wagons  with  the  tents  and  provisions  came  up  to  us 
and  we  moved  our  quarters  from  the  brush  to  the  breast¬ 
works.  I  was  detailed  among  the  30  to  guard  the  prisoners. 
No  sleeping  allowed. 

29.  We  are  still  in  Gen.  John  B  Floyd’s  company  (Camp  Gauley) 
on  top  of  the  mountain  on  the  north  side  of  Gauley  River, 

20  miles  from  it’s  mouth. 

30.  Prisoners  still  coming  in  from  Tyler’s  last  defeat, 

31.  We  were  mustered  and  inspected  by  Col  Tompkins.  Commenced 
reading  "What  will  he  do  with  it "by  Buliver. 

September,  186 1 


2.  Beautiful  Day.  I  put  on  a  clean  shirt. 
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3.  Wise  attacked  the  Federal  at  the  Hawks  Nest  and  after 
a  cannonade  of  a  few  hours  with  out  any  great  conse¬ 
quences,  retired  with  out  a  loss. 

4.  Dress  parade. 

5  Laid  quiet  in  our  tents  and  kept  up  a  good  fire  as  the 
weather  is  cool  for  September. 

6.  The  22nd  regiment  left  Camp  Gauley,  reached  the  river 

and  took  the  Saturday  road  to  Hopping’s  and  down  the 

turnpike  to  Tyree’s  and  camped  near  an  orchard. 

•  •  • 

5.  Walked  down  to  the  Wise  Legion  which  is  encamped  a 
mile  below  us.  Arranged  order  with  Col  Davis  and  re¬ 
turned.  Heard  the  firing  of  our  cannon  at  Dogwood 
Gap. 

9.  Broke  up  camp  and  started  back  to  Floyd’s.  Staid  in  a 
meadow  near  REynolds. 

10.  BATTLE  OF  CARNIFAX. 

Reached  Floyd’s  at  2  o’clock  and  just  in  time.  Rosecrans 
attacked  us  with  6  or  $  thousand  men  at  3  o’clock  p.m. 
and  kept  up  the  fire  tho  repulsed  several  times  until 
after  night  when  he  withdrew,  loosing  2000  killed  and 
wounded.  Our  loss  none  killed  and  7  wounded. 

11.  Made  a  glorious  retreat  in  the  face  of  an  over  whelming 
force  of  the  enemy,  daylight  finding  us  safely  across  the 
river.  Took  the  Sunday  road  to  the  Pike  and  went  down 

to  Dogwood  Gap.  Camped  there. 

12.  In  camp.  In  a  flurry  of  excitement  all  day  inconsequence 
of  false  rumors  of  all  kinds;  that  is,  the  enemy  ad¬ 
vancing  on  them-~Lee  had  whipped  Rosecrans,  then  he  hadn’t. 

13.  Struck  our  tents  at  2  a.m.  and  commenced  retreating 
towards  the  interior  and  staid  at  2  miles  from  Sewell. 

14.  Struck  tents  at  S-g  o’clock  and  continued  to  fall  back. 

We  have  had  but  one  meal  since  Thursday.  Camped  onthe 
top  of  Big  Sewell. 

15.  Found  it  raining  this  morning.  Heard  a  distant  thunder 
which  we  thought  and  vainly  hoped  was  a  cannoa.de  in  the 
enemy’s  rear. 

16.  A.P.  Fry  came  on  from  Lewisburg.  We  struck  tents  and  con¬ 
tinued  our  retreat  through  the  rain.  Had  a  disagreeable 
time  marching  thro  the  mud  at  night  but  fell  asleep  every 
time  we  halted. 

17.  Took  dinner  on  top  of  Little  Sewell  and  marched  on  coming 
to  a  full  stop  at  Meadow  Bluff.  In  all  sixteen  miles. 
Orders  to  cook  four  days  provisions  and  prepare  for  an 
expidition  march  to  commence  at  3  a.m. 
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19. 


18.  Awoke  at  early  dawn  and  had  the  pleasure  of  finding  that 
the  orders  of  last  night  had  been  countermanded.  Which 
gives  us  a  chance  of  receiving  the  rest  and  repose  we  so 
much  require. 

19*  Our  regiment  worked  on  the  breast  works  on  the  right  flank 
of  the  Meadow  River  fortifications.  Our  company  had  one 
axe  and  two  butcher  knives  to  work  with  so  some  idea 
may  be  formed  of  the  efficiency  of  our  defenses. 

20.  Enemy  reported  falling  back. 

21.  Cloudy  with  some  rain.'  Was  relieved  from  guard  at  8  a.m. 
General  Robt.  E,  Lee  at  Meadow  Bluff  and  took  command. 

24.  Was  aroused  before  day  and  ordered  to  prepare  marching 
which  we  did  and  arrived  at  Wise’s  camp  just  in  time  to 
hear  a  few  rounds  of  cannon.  Deployed  and  laid  upon  our 
arms  all  night  expecting  a  battle.  Slept  on  the  cold 
ground. 

25.  Built  breast  works  and  prepared  rapidly  for  defence. 

The  enemy  supposed  to  be  10,000  strong  is  in  full  view 

on  top  of  Big  Sewell  1-J-  miles  from  our  lines.  We  wounded 
two  of  our  sentinels  at  night  being  too  alert. 

27.  Still  raining  and  the  whole  place  is  covered  with  water. 

October 9  1861 


1.  Heard  of  the  fighting  at  Lexington  Missouri  between 
Mulligan  and  Price  in  which  our  arms  were  crowned  with 
victory.  Annie,  I  hope  you  are  safe  ! 

11.  Left  by  Sewell  with  Floyd  command  and  took  a  road  leading 
in  a  southerly  direction  to  New  River.  Camped  in  the 
brush-rainy  night  on  Meadow  Creek.  Saw  the  tracks  of 

a  tornado. 

12.  I  was  detailed  on  a  foraging  party. 

22.  Picketed  near  Montgomery’s  ferry.  Three  others  and  I  sat 
within  gunshot  of  the  enemy  for  24  hours. 

24,  There  are  nine  companies  of  our  regiment  here  on  Cotton 
Hill.  Under  Command  of  Col.  Me  Causland. 

26.  Rode  Col  Tompkins  horse  down  to  our  cooking  quarters. 

2 7#  Dismantled  our  cannon  and  commenced  carrying  them  to  the 
river  cliffs, 

28.  A.P.  Fry  and  N.B.  Cabell  were  here  and  brot  me  a  letter 
from  Sister  Kate, 

29.  Wrote  to  Sister  Kate  but  had  no  apportunity  to  send  the 
letter. 
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November,  1&61 

1.  We  opened  on  the  ferry  at  Gauley  with  a  rifle  piece 

and  on  the  Camp  at  the  falls  with  two  smooth  six 
pounders.  Sensation  created  by  a  body  of  Yanks  on 
our  rear - captured  one. 

2.  Staid  with  a  piece  of  the  Goochland  artillery  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill.

24.  1  read  seven  chapters  in  my  bible.  Sno\tf  is  three 

inches  deep  and  still  snowing.  Saw  a  deer  track. 

2$.  The  old  Governor  killed  his  hogs  and  scalded  them 
in  hot  water  and  hung  them  up  to  dry,  he  did. 

December,  1361 

1.  Read  another  chapter  in  my  testament  and  was  a  pretty 
good  fellow  all  day.  Killed  an  owl  and  a  pheasant, 
shooting  off  both  their  heads. 

11.  Took  the  clock  to  pieces,  cleaned  and  oiled,  it  and 
succeeded  in  making  it  run..  We  amuse  ourselves  by 
maxing  pipes  of  Laurel  root. 

17.  Eclipse  of  the  moon. 

19.  In  camp  two  miles  north  of  Newberne  Depot.  Went 

through  a  little  drilling  and  dress  parade.  Had  a 
severe  toothache  contracted  from  sleeping  on  the 
ground . 

21.  Our  regiment  is  under  command  of  Col.  W.  A.  Jackson. 

24.  Went  to  Dublin  Depot  on  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee 
R.  R.  and  this  is  the  first  time  I  have  ever  seen  a 
Southern  Railroad. 
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Christmas  Day.  Staid  in  camp  and  read  Allison's  History 
of  Europe.  .Invested  my  money  in  cakes  and  pies  but  didn't 
get  my  money's  worth. 

31.  Our  Regiment  embarked  on  the  Va.  and  Tenn  R.R.  at  Dublin 
and  went  to  Lynchburg  105  miles  via  Salem  and  Liberty. 
Compelled  to  remain"  in  the  oars  all  night  as  the  hotels 
were  full.  .  ..

January,  1862 


1.  New  Years  Day.  In  Lynchburg.  Took  breakfast  at  the 
Cabell  House,  Wm.  Wells,  clerk.  Was  put  on  guard  at  9 
o'clock  which  tended  greatly  to  the  hindrance  of  my 
enjoyment.  Was  permitted  to  go  out  at  night  when  I  made 
the  best  of  my  time  eating  oysters  and  drinking  punches. 

2.  Left  Lynchburg  by  Orange  and  Alexandria  R.R.  at  10  a.m. 
reaching  Charlottesville  70  miles  at  6  o'clock.  Were 
switched  to  the  Virginia  Central  R.R.  without  staying 
at  Co  and  started  traveling  west. 

3*  Reached  Jackson's  River  about  9  a.m.  and  forthwith  went 
into  Camp.  Weather  cold  and  sleeting.  I  went  across 
Jackson's  River  in  a  jolly  boat  to  get  some  straw  to  sleep 

on* 

7.  Started  to  march  over  the  Alleghanies  to  White  Sulphur 
Spring. 

8c  We  have  been  in  service  8  months  today.  There  are  only 
170  sick  at  this  place  now  tho  at  one  time  there  was  1600. 

11.  Read  the  newspapers  at  the  hotel 

12,  Left  the  White  Sulphur  and  wont  into  winter  quarters  at 
Lew is burg. 
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
